Except ye cat the Fleſh of the S#1 of Man, 
aud drink his Blood, ye have no Life in you.

And to TFeſws the 
Aediator of the new Covenant ; and to the 
Blood of ſprinkling, that ſpeaketh better things 
than that of Abel. And what if you ſha!l fee 
the Son of Man aſcend up where he was be- 
fore, John 1. 30. This is he of whom I ſaid, 
after me cometh a Man which is preferred be- 
fore me, verſe 34 And 1 ſaw and bare Re- 
rord that this is the Son of Co 
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Here thou may ſes the beloved Diſciple of 
onr [Lord Teſus Chriit declares him to be both 
God and Man : O comfortavle ſaying indeed ! 
Who can deciare the Heiphth and Length, and 
Breadth thereof 1 whoſe matchleis Love is be- 
yond all Carnal apprehenſion, 


Tohn I, IJ, 14, IF. And no Man hath 
« lcernded wp to Heaven, but he that came cown 
From Fieaven, even the Son of Man which 1s 
im Ficuen. And as MMofes lifted up the Ser- 
prict in the Wilderneſs, even ſo muSF the Son of 
Aſa be lifted up, that wg ang believeth in 
him ſloald not Perifn, but have Eternal Life. 


Trneſe Scripture Teſtimonies are cited for 
the information of thoſe who in any wile have 
flighted the Aumanity of Chrift, im hopes 
thereby they may be awakened to fee that 
they ouzht not only to confeſs Chriſt, but 
alſo to believe in lim Tzfſeperatly, who is both 
:r.4e God, and perfect Man; (viz.) For there 
is one God, and one Mediator between God and 
Hen, the Man Chritk Teſus, who gave him- 
felf a anon or all, to be teſtified of in due time. 
The firſt Epiſtle of Paul to Trmothy, the 24 
Chap. verſ2 5, 6. 


Lheretore let ſhame cover the Faces of thoſe that 
deny the Humanity of Chrift, whoſe Ignorance 
of the Scriptures greatly bewrayeth them to be 
unſound in the true Evangelical and faving 
Faith ; who ſay, and boldly affirm, That our 
bleſſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, is only 
to be Preached a Zighr in every Man; and 

that 
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that there is not ſach words as the 21» 
Chrift 1n all the Scriptures, &c. But thou may 
ſec by the following Scriptural Citation as weil 
as the aforezoing,” that the Author to the He- 
brews calls him, (z. e. ) our Lord Jeſus, by 
the term of ans Heb. 7..24, 25. But this 
Man, ( 1. e. the Man Chrift Jeſus ) becauſe 
he continueth ever, hath an Unchangable Prieſt- 
hood, who 1s able to ſave to the uttermo#t, thoje 
yo come to God by him, ſeeing he ever liver 
to make Interceſſion for them: But this May 
afier he ha1 offered owe ſacrifice for Sins, for 
ever ſat down at the right Hand of Ga, &c.
